Spiritual  use  of  new  buildings  *

Saints. 

In  two  different  speeches  he 
reminded  the  small  crowds  at- 
tending of  the  spirituality  need- 
ed in  all  activities  of  the  uni- 
versity. 

AT  THE  SERVICE  for  the  Y 
Student  Center,  he  said  that  be- 
sides the  many  different  facili- 
ties provided  in  the  new  build- 
ing, it  would  also  be  used  by  10 
wards  of  the  BYU  stake. 

Elder  Lee  also  said  that  stu- 
dents here  should  never  lose 
sight  of  the  main  purpose  of  the 
university,  which  is  to  provide  a

BEING  VERY  frank,  he  told 
the  crowd  of  the  benefits  that 
this  unit  will  bring  to  Provo, 
and  he  admonished  the  people 
of  Provo  to  watch  and  protect 
the  morality  of  the  city  and 
keep  it  a good  place  in  which  to 
live. 

Mayor  Lloyd  Cullimore  told 
of  his  recent  trip  to  Pittsburg, 
and  of  investigating  several 
businesses  that  might  be 
brought  to  Provo  to  employ 
BYU  students. 

Lee  praised  the  bankers  of 
Provo  for  their  generosity  in 
providing  loans  to  improve  the 
living  conditions  of  students  in 
town.  However,  he  told  the  peo- 
ple not  tit  let  greed  interfere 
with  the  building  program,  and 
that  many  cities  would  be  glad 
to  give  the  ground  to  have  a 
university. 

IT  WAS  ALSO  brought  out 
that  there  are  more  students 
housed  off-campus  now  than 
when  the  id?&  of  on-campus 
housing  was  first  started  back 
in  1951,  and  there  will  always 
be  a need  for  off-campus  hous- 
ing. 

Completion  of  the  Student 
Center  is  scheduled  for  about 
September,  1963.  It  will  be  the 
largest  building  on  campus  and 
will  house  many  activities  in- 
cluding a 20-alley  bowling  lane, 
a cafeteria  that  will  seat  900 
people  and  a snack  bar  that  will 
seat  300,  a large  ballroom  that 
will  allow  2,000  couples  to  dance 
at  the  same  time.  It  can  be  ex- 
panded through  use  of  adjoining 
rooms  to  allow  for  over  4,000 
couples.  Also  included  are  two 
auditoriums  of  300  and  150  seats 
each,  bookstore,  studentbody  of- 
fices, student  publications,  and 
a sky  room  for  dining  and  danc- 
ing.. 

THE  CONTRACTORS  guar- 
anteed to  have  the  Married  Stu- 
dent Housing  project  completed 
by  Dec.,  1962.  There  will  be 
168  one-bedroom  apartments, 
264  two-bedroom  apartments, 
and  30  three-bedroom  apart- 
ments in  the  completed  24  build- 
ings. i 

Play  areas  will  be  inside  the 
quad  formed  by  the  buildings, 
and  a central  park  is  planned 
which  the  buildings  will  sur- 
round. A road  will  run  around 
the  entire  area  and  parking  will 
be  provided  between  buildings 
for  about  596  cars. 

THREE-FOURTHS  of  the 
cost  of  the  Student  Center  will 
be  paid  by  the  students  them- 
selves in  fees  that  have  been 
collected  over  the  years  so  that 
the  buildings  will  be  completely 
paid  for  when  it  is  completed. 
The  rest  will  come  from  the 
Church  because  of  the  wards 
that  will  be  housed  in  the  build- 
ing. 

The  cost  of  the  Married  Stu- 
dent Housing  units  will  be  paid 
back  to  the  Church  by  the  rent 
collected.  The  units  will  be 
priced  moderately  and  it  is 
hoped  to  recover  the  cost  in 
economy  of  operation.

Drills  for  varsity  candidates 
are  scheduled  to  begin  Sept.  1. 
But  a few  chores  await  new 
head  football  coach  Hal  Mitch- 
ell and  members  of  his  staff 
before  they  settle  down  to  the 
task  of  producing  a football 
team.  . 

On  Friday  coach  Mitchell  will 
fly  to  Denver  for  the  Mountain 
States  Athletic  Conference’s  an- 
nual football  clinic. 

SKYLINE  COACHES,  of- 
ficials and  publicists  will  meet 
Friday  and  Saturday  in  the 
Denver  Hilton  Hotel.  The  head 
coaches  from  the  seven  schools 
(Denver  dropped  football  at  the 
end  of  last  season)  will  also 
meet  with  press,  radio  and  tele- 
vision representatives  for  a 
first  hand  report  on  their 
teams. 

When  Mitchell  returns  to 
Provo,  he  will  have  to  complete 
preparations  for  the  early  re- 
turn of  approximately  48  var- 
sity candidates  who  will  report 
Aug.  30. 

PRESS  DAY  activities  will 
occupy  the  major  part  of  Aug. 
31,  and  two-a-day  practice  ses- 
sions will  begin  the  following 
morning. 

Sept.  1 will  signal  the  start 
of  pre-season  practice  at  all 
Skyline  schools  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Wyoming.
